Held up by Insurgents and One 


Woman Killed. 


In keeping with the fifty -y ears ago 
stories that hav e been appearing in 
the metropolitan papers and other 
Sunday newspapers, is the story of a 
small and unprepossessing looking 
slip of paper which F. B. J ohnson 
found among the papers in his desk 
at the drug store y esterday ev ening. 
The paper contains on. order which 
his father.then a resident of Coal's 
Mouth, Virginia, receiv ed 
from 
the 
quartermaster of either the Union or 
Rebel army for a supply 
of cart­ 
ridge belts. 
It is significant by rea­ 
son of the fact that the order is dat­ 
ed J uly 15, 38 6 1. which is just fifty 
y ears ago today . 
Mr. J ohnson was then proprietor 
of a harness and buggy factory at 
Coal's Mouth, which is now known 
as Auburn. Virginia. 
It is located at 
the mouth of the Coal riv er and was 
infested by both armies during the 
rebellion. 
The slip of 
paper con­ 
tains an order for some 
cartridge 
belts to be deliv ered to the quarter­ 
master of one of the armies. 
It can 
not be determined which army order­ 
ed the supply as the number of the 
regiment is not giv en nor is there any 
other mark to distinguish the unus­ 
ual slip. 
The most unusual thing about the 
slip of unpretentious looking paper 
is the fact that it is so well preserv ­ 
ed. 
It looks as if it might hav e been 
written y esterday and the most care­ 
ful observ er, if he did not notice the 
date at the bottom of the letter would 
nev er believ e that the order dated 
back to the time when the 
United 
States was in the throes of an intern­ 
al warfare which promised to disrupt 
the Union. 
The paper is not y ellow 
with age. as it is naturally supposed 
a paper of that age would be nor is 
the writing illegible. 
It can be read 
with perfect ease and it appears that 
the ink may not hav e dried more than 
a few day s ago. 
On one side of the small sheet of 
paper, which lo o k s as if it might hav e 
been torn from a note book, written 
in ink is the order for cartridge belts 
frc >m the J ohnson factory from the 
quartermaster. 
On the other side is 
a note addressed to the quartermas­ 
ter from one of the border riflemen, 
which is responsible for the order be­ 
ing written. 
The note requests the 
cartridge belts be deliv ered at once 
to the border riflemen. 
It was writ­ 
ten with pencil and the letters and 
words can be distinguished easilv . 
The following i> the ex act copy of 
the order: 
Mr. J ohnson: 


Bet Capt. Barber hav e the cart­ 
ridge belts, if ordered by him, or if 
not ordered by him specially by any 
other captain in the Regiment and I 
will pay for them.
